ance as possible, to proclaim it to 
the people.

Let it be a 
day of historic retrospect, of grate- 
ful remembrance of the nation's 
dead and of profound reflection up- 
on'the blessings of the government 
whose principles they cherished and 
maintained. The people will Join 
with patriotic societies in" public 
exercises and the placing of flow- 
ers upon the graves of our soldiers 
Of the Grand Army of the Republic 
but a scattering remnant remains. 
Let the aged veteran feel as he leads 
the way to the last camping place 
of so many co_mrades, that he is the 
honored survivor of a war that is 
hallowed in history. 


The people, fc-Ilowing their usual 


custom, will also decorate on this 
day the graves of their departed re- 
latives and friends.

The farmers want 
rood roads, because they will facili- 
ate the moving of their crops and 
ncrease their earning power. Good 
roads are like money put out on in- 
ercst. Every time they pull a load 
iver a good road, there is a net sav- 
ng of time, of wear 'and tear, of en- 
rgy, and the investments made in 
good roads are to a great extent 
jermanent 
It has been estimated that of all 
he freight that finally reaches the 
market, 93 per cent must be /first 
lauled by,wagon over the public 
roads. Good 
roads 
mean1 that 
hroughout the year the markets 
are regularly 
supplied with oats, 
corn, potatoes, and other farm pro- 
lucls, sufficient to meet the uniform 
demand. Bad roads mean that there 
are weeks at a time, when the mar- 
kets are poorly supplied and prices 
are" high, consequentl" the rich lose 
and the poor often suffer. . 


The value of farm land does tot 
depend entirely upon its /ertilil; 
for land, however, fertile, has sma__ 
value if its products cannot be tak- 
>n ,to market: And again, roads of- 
erf control .the kind of crops that 
,he farmers may raise. If they are 
unimproved and his farm is several 
miles from his market, it will be 
necessary for him to raise' a crop 
hat produces a small tonnage per 
acre. Investigation shows that the 
average cost of hauling per ton for 
one mile is, on stone roads, 8 to !2c; 
on earth in ordinary condition, 29c; 
on sandy road, 33 to 64c. There- 
ore, if a farmer lives five 
miles 
rom his market, and his roads are 
ordinary earth roads, it is costing 
iirn about $1.00 per ton more to 
deliver his products to his market 
ban it would on hard roads. If 
ic has sandy roads then it is cost- 
"ng him $2.00 to $3.00 more per 
on. 


You can convey a bushel of wheat 


from New York lo Liverpool, three 
thousand, one-hundred miles for 
one and six tenths cents, less per 
lushel, than it will cost a farmer to 
iaul nine and four tenths miles to a 
station. 
By 
making permanent 
roads, we can reduce the present 
cost from 29c per ton per mile to 8 
and lOc per ton per mile. 


At present with the estimated ton- 
nage of this state to be haoled an 
average distance of five miles, per- 
manent roads would save the farm- 
ers of this state over $1,000.000 an- 
nully, and in a few years this will 
be doubled and trebled. 


Good roads blaze the way to pro- 
gress and are a boom to civilization. 
They mean much to every citizen ol 
Wisconsin. They mean more to 
every land owner and farmer.

A successful Wisconsin painter was 


trying to convince his employer of the 
economy of baying only the superior 
grades. 


He had the dealer eet out gallon 


cans of two ready-mixed paints made 
by the same company. .The gallon ot 
the best was much heavier than a gal- 
lon cf the Inferior gride, showing the 
presence of more lead and of better 
quality. The price of the better paint 
was $1.85 a gallon, while the Inferior 
grade was celling for 90 cents; but, 
according to the painter, the heavier 
paint would cover 350 square feet 
with a good coat, while It would re- 
quire three gallons, cr $2.70 worth, of 
the cheaper grade to cover a like 
space.' 


Comparing lead paints with minera 


paints commonly used on barns, the 
painter stated that, while the first cos 
of lead paints was somewhat more 
the results justified the expense, as 
lead paints are much more durable-

CARTALS SURPLUS 


RHINEliANDER.WIS. 


There is a general impression, fos- 
tered by the complexion of the fish 
and game laws of the state, that the 
open season for catching bass, pike 
andpickerel does not commence un- 
[il June 1. An amendment to the old 
laws contains the following provi- 
sions: 


"II shall be unlawful and is here- 
by prohibited lo lake, catch./or kill 
in any manner or by any device 
whatever, any large or small mouth 
black bass, Oswego bass or yellow 
bass, in any of the inland waters of 
this stale between the first day of 
March and the thirtieth day of May 
next succeeding." 
Anolher provision reads: 
"In all inland waters except as 
herein specified, the closed season 
for game fish, except brook fish ol 
any variety, shall be from the firs) 
day of March to the thirtieth day of 
May next succeeding." 
Under these provisions it is clear 
that fishing for bass, pike and pick- 
erel will be legal on Memorial day 
May 30. There are some exception: 
as the season varies in some parts p 
the state and in different waters, 
but the above Is a safe rule to follow 
in this and the northern part of the 
state.—Wausau Record-Herald.

Teaching the teachers "in the rural 
schools to teach country children 
how to play is the mission of Miss 
Maynard Downes of the '\Vis_consin 
Anti-Tuberculosis

Teaching the principles of health 


unconsciously through play is the 
primary object of'the .work that 
Miss Downes is doing. The 
work 
which she is introducing ' in .the 
county training schools is unique 
as a part of the rural school program 
it being an effort to extend to the 
country child some of the benefits 
of organized play which the child 
in the large cities gains from the 
wisely 
supervised 
public 
play- 
grounds. 


D_emonstrations of various games 
which may be played with advant- 
age to the health of the children in 
rural schools where playgrounds 
equipment is not available, are be- 
ing given~at each county training 
school, the demonstration 
being 
with the aid of children from the 
community in which the session is 
held, lirealhing • exercises so 
ar- 


ranged that they seem like play are 
also given. Another interesting line 
of work in which Miss Downes is 
seeking to gain the cooperation of 
the rural teachers, is the health in- 
struction work through the medi- 
um of story-teling. Miss Downes 
was formerly a children's entertain 
oral Chautaurma meetings and has 
written and arranged a cumber of 
stories which are entertaining and 
at the same time teach some 
vital 
health truth. 
. "Children need to be taught • how 
to play," says Miss Downes. "Un- 
less they_are taught they generally 
spend their recess periods standing 
around waiting for the bell to ring. 
The best games for rural' school 
work are the simplest and 
those 
which provide exercise for as many 
children as possible at the same 
time. .Three deep* is an especially 
good game because it keeps 
the 
children in- almost constant activi- 
ty, while games played with a bas- 
ket ball are also splendid exercise 
besides being great fun. 
On the 
other hand, I do not care for ring 
games, like 'drop-the-handkerchieF, 
because comparatively few children 
pet the benefit. Teachers tell me 
that it sometimes seems almost im- 
possible to gel children to play. That 
is wjiy I am so inlerested in find- 
ing new games for them. I believe

Is Consumptire Dangerons? 


A former tuberculosis sanatorium 


patient who was not completely 
cured, is working in a butcher shop 
in a Wisconsin village. I am asted if 
he should be permitted to continue 
in such employment. 
In response to the query 1 cannot 
answer definitely. Knowing neither 
the man nor his habits. I cannot 
judge in this specific instance. Nor 
is the answer simple, as more than 
one consideration is involved. AYhile 
most of the meat handled by him is 
rendered absolutely safe by cook- 
ing, some is eaten raw. 
If the man is careful, I do not 
think the danger to the public is so 
very great. 
If • he is careless, of 
course it is. I hesitate to say any- 
thing which might be construed as 
making light of the danger of this 
terrible disease. Nevertheless, we 
must never lose sight of the 
fact 
that tuberculosis is not a terribly 
contagious disease and that it usual- 
ly requires prolonged and repeated 
doses of Reims to overwhelm a new 
victim. Furthermore, we must not 
forget that there are thousands of 
unknown consumptives in 'Wiscon- 
sin and that the. danger from them 
is greater than from the known 
ones. 
• 
• - 
Our convalescent patients must; 


of necesity, either be taken care of 
or take care of themselves. The pub- 
lic is not, as yet, prepared to sup- 
port all dangerous consumptives. 
We must not make it difficult 
for 
them to suport themselves there- 
fore. 
There is more than a sentimental 
reason for this. Poverty stricken 
consumptives are more dangerous 
than those in comfortable circum- 
stances. Few of us who have an 
abundance of hot running water 
and plenty of coal realize how diffi- 
cult it really is to be cleanly in the 
nbsence of these commodities. _An 
harrasseil overworked consumptive, 
exhausted by his efforts to provide 
himself and his family 
with the 
means of keeping bodies and souls 
logclher, is not likely to be nearly 
so scrupulous of other people's safe- j 
ly as the patient who has the leis- 
ure to consider others. 
Every well individual ought to 
read the article written by \Villiam 
(Jarrott 
Brown in the Atlantic 


Monthly of June. 1914, and reprinted 
by the Wisconsin Anti-Tuberculosis 
Association in 
its January, 1015 
Crusader. The author, himself a 
consumptive, and "a very 
gifted 
writer, has set forth under the title 
"Some Confessions of a T. B'," a 
point of view seldom glimpsed by- 
even old students of the tuberculosis 
problem and of tuberculous patients

FACUltY AND MtiUATiNG (CLASS OF TffEHIGH^ SCHOOL 


One of the most cold blooded and 
horrible murders ever recorded in 
the criminal annals of this city and 
county was commitled'on the bank 
of the -Wisconsin river near the 
old 
powder 
house, 
sometim 
Saturday night, when an unknown 
Finlander was nearly beheaded by 
a knife or other sharp weapon in 
the hands of human fiends, presum- 
ed to be his countrymen. Four men, 
believed to be responsible' for the 
cruae. are being held in the coun- 
ty jail. They are'of Finnish na- 
tionality and give the names of Vic- 
tor Salmi, Slartin Maki, Jack Sam- 
uelson and. Elmer Anderson. That 
all of these men were implicated in 
the killing is the opinion of Sheriff 
Crofoot and the Rhinelander po- 
lice. ' ' • 
: 


Lying in a pool 'of blood and 
with the head almost severed /he 
body1 of the .murdered man was 
discovered between the .hours of 
nine and ten o'clock Sunday morn- 
Ing by two little boys, named He_hn 
and Wasserinan, who were playing 
along the river bank. Frightened by, 
the 
greusome discovery' the lads 
hurried from the spot and notified 
Chief of Police Straub, who in turn 
informed Sheriff "Crofoot, District 
Attorney O'Melia and Coroner De- 
canters A morbid crowd soon gath- 
ered on the scene and after the ar- 
rival of the last three named 
offi- 
cials the 'corpse was removed to 


; the Hildebrand morgue where it 


•was viewed by hundreds of people 
' throughout the day. ' 
; 
'The body presented a 
terrible 
sight; the head had been slashed 
nearly off and "deep knife cuts mu- 
tilated the face. On the top of the 
head was an ugly wound as though 
made by a stone or hammer. It is 
thought by some that this injury 
stunned the'man after which his 
assailants literally butchered him; 
slashing his throat time and again. 
Another opinion is that a.free for 
all fight took place and the man was 
cut to death during the encounter. 
This theory-is founded on the fact 
that the ground for several feet a- 
round the body was marked with 
blood. 
The. victim's coat was 


found a short distance, from the 
' body as though he had discarded 
the garment to give him free ac- 
tion in the struggle. A large ' jack 
knife, which was evidently one of 
the weapons used in the killing, 
•was found in the river close to 
shore and a short ways from the 
body. The blade was open and 
pieces of the dead man's snirt -were 
found wedged in the handle. Two 
empty -whiskey bottles were also 
picked up, showing that liquor play- 
ed a prominent' part in' the execu- 
tion of the crime. 
The-four suspects being detained 
by the sheriff were arrested by the 
police Sunday afternoon and even- 
Ing. One man was found near St. 
Mary's hospital, another 
near the 
veneer plant, -one at the City Hotel 
and the fourth, Martin* Maki, gave 
himself up voluntarily. The quar- 
tet was taken by the officers to 
view the remains at the morgue, 
They calmly gazed at the ghastly 
corpse and neither by word or facial 
expression did they show any emo- 
tion. \

They admit having been with the 
victim rfntil eight o'clock Saturday 
night but deny any knowledge ol 
•what occurred from that time on. 
They also admit having been on the 
river bank, where the body was dis- 
covered, and acknowledge having 
stolen several quarts of 
whiskey

In sending for the pamphlet I • had 
the thought which I find .very xvell 
expressed in the Introduction: Too 
often poor cooking and the -way the 
monfey is. spent, rather than 
the 


amount, acounls for under nutrition 
and under development of the chil- 
dren."

While I am not convinced, (nor, 
apparently, is the author of the pam- 
phlet, for that matter)- that five 
cents for each member ought to be a 
sufficient expenditure for a. family 
meal for two adults and four 'chil- 
dren,' there are given man# recipes 
of five cent meals fully as nutritious 
as many that are served atJa cost of 
several times five ee.nts. "Nor are the 
five cent meals necessarily apy less 
appetizing than expensive meals. In- 
deed, among the recipes I find many 
of my own favorite dishes: 
There are few Wisconsin families; 
in all probability, in 
which wise 


economies .cannot be effected in 
their living costs, and this applies 
quite as much to those in straighten- 
ed circumstances as it does to. the 
well-to-do, if not more. The trouble 
with most of us—and this isn't con- 
fined to what w6 eat—is that we 
don't do enough real thinking. Too 
often the poverty-stricken are so be- 
cause they haven't the ability or the 
training to think. 


Such a pamphlet as the one under 
discussion is Valuable, either for the 
purpose of making people think, or 
as a substitute for thinking on the 
part of those who have not the fac- 
ulty. Philanthropists studying the 
partial starvation of school children 
(which results in rhuch poor health 
and poor scholarship) find that most 
often it is not the want of a few pen- 
nies that is responsible for the star- 
vation, so much as it is that money 
is spent for "silly food". This has led 
to the "penny lunch" organizations 
in which brains, knowledge and lov- 
ing attention multiply the purchas- 
ing power of small coins. . 


Lack of proper food is responsi- 


ble for a considerable proportion of 
ill health.' Ill health is responsible 
for a considerable proportion of 
poverty. Surely a great gain in 
health and wealth can be. effected 
by learning how to exhaust the full 
purchasing power of whatever sum 
we have to spend.

Pardon me if I take your lime lo 
tell you of my eiperience with the 
saloon and its results on me and 
my family, that through my experi- 
ence others may be protected. Aoout 
twenty years ago I came to Phillips 
with my wife, and the following 
seven years was the period of my 
greatest prosperity. 
During -that 
time I bought and paid for a home, 
which was well furnished, dnd took 
good care of my wife and children. 
During the next eight years I was a 
moderate drinker, never going to ex- 
cess but during th6 last five yean 
the disease ^caused by liquor would 
get stronger than my-will power to 
drink moderately, and my physical 
condition became'such that it waj 
impossible for me to get Ihe class oi 
work that I formerly had. My work 
thereafter became necessarily irreg- 
ular and it was necessary for me in 
supporting my family to get odd jobs 
here and .there, and we Became 
steadily poorer. I finally decided lo 
buy a piece of land on payments 
eleven miles cast of Phillips, my 
main object being lo get as far from 
the temptation to drink as possible 
After putting about $100 into my 
house, I moved my family out there 
two years ago, ana since moving on- 
to this land I have kept away from 
drink except when coming to Phil- 
lips.

After being there per- 
haps two hours in that condition, 
with the thermometer at probably 2< 
degrees below zero, people found me 
and did all they could to sare nrj 
life.' As a result of this experience . 
am recently back from a six -weeks 
slay at St. Joseph's Hospital at Ash 
land, . where eight of my Cngers 
were amputated.' I have a wife and 
eight children to support. 
Had yon people not allowed sa 
loons to exist in Phillips, I have ev 
cry reason to believe that I -would 
hare been one of the prosperous cit 
izens of this town and would hart 
been able to hare given my famil; 
many of the comforts now enjoyec 
by your people,, as I was a man o 
steady habits and of saving disposi 
tion. I ask not only for myself am 
my family, but also for the sake o 
many others in Philips and cur 
rounding country, that you vote on 
the saloons and help tokeeptempta 
tion away from ns to spend morrcr 
in them that our families need. 
Had I my life lo live over again, 


would never touch a glass of liquor 
and neither would I cast vote tc 
grant license.—L. S. Horton, la Am 
ericaa Issue.
